As soon as the conference con­ 
vened the Roumanian premier re­ 
quested a forty-eight hour postpone­ 
ment in the name of the Balkan 
states. 
This was granted. 
The time 
was asked to study the treaty. The 
summary was not ready. 
The con­ 
ference will meet Saturday and in the 
meantime portions of the treaty will 
be submitted privately to the Rou­ 
manian representatives, it is under­ 
stood. 
The German counter proposals were 
delivered at the foreign office today. 
Count Brockdorff Rantzau German 
foreign minister is expected to leave 
for home before the week end but he* 
or a successor if he withdraws from 
the delegation—is expected back in 
time to sign the treaty.

proposals were delivered to an official 
of the foreign office at Versailles and 
taken to Paris to be laid before the 
‘Rig four.” 


Paris, May 29—The first section of 
the German counter proposals to the 
peace treaty has been delivered to 
the foreign office, it was announced 
today.
